This 
is the first time I’ve heard from him since Charlie Ward quit, when #oo said they’d 
been chewing ov.r the idee of having me down there, his call was inspired by the 
letters, of which I f d sent you copies, 

Ke began by saying, in a very friendly way, he didn t know why he 
continued to like me as much os he does when I write him only insulting letters, 
to which 1 responded (having in mind how little was accomplished by treating tnorn 
with warmth and deference) if he had kept his word I’d hove had no reason to 
write him as pointedly as I Aid. sold there were so few of us left it would 
bo nice if we could got along, to which I agreed, 

ue (meaning they, for 1 suspect thet at 1 p.m, he and u im were at the 
club) read between the lines of my letters rather well one! are in agreement • Vo 
discussed some of my ideas, “e is in accord with my suspicions, agrees with some 
of the ideas, and will use them in the campaign. As time goes on I think it possible 
I’ll bo hearing £r on t nem a gain. 


I tola him bluntly 1 was still offended at th-ir failure to live by 
the norms of cooperation, and X cited especially his personal failure to get 
transcripts to me, not only because, as cooperators, ho should hsve, and not only 
because I hove put them in the position to adduce the most significant testimony, 
but in their own self interest, promised to send me transripts immediately. The 
only ones 1 nmontioned by n*me abe Begis Kennedy and Shaneyfelt, but I also asked 
for" any that are woriih having, 1 told him X had Frazier end Finck, which should 
make less copying work and make batter the prospects of getting those we do not hove, 
iie also promised th sand me the cause of my umbrage, someting they had como eccorss 
months ego on work I had done relativo to the camps. 


From whet he says they are campaigning, but. the papers ignore it, r ihey 
are speaking to meetings, etc, is in accord with my suspicion that the ve ry a 
end will bring very nosty stuff, some, posiibly, relating to some of us, X told 
him of soma of the things I consider possible, but X did not, over the phone, tell 
him all of these things. Here he said they hadn f t heard from “ark for nine months 
and did X know whore he was and what he is doing. 1 said merely they’d not near f 
from ^erk because there is nothing more he can pro fit from them. We dropped it there.
